Ventilation.

Any unneces- 
sary roughness causes the cow to bold i 
up her milk and reduces the pruQts. . 

Feeding. 

For three days before and three ds.vs 
after caivIng there Is no better ration 
for tbe dairy cow than a masb ot two 
pounds of bran and one pound of oil 
meat, fed twice a day. Do not be In | 
too big a burry to get the cows oo 
full feed after calving, 'i'be ration 
should be Increased gradually and 
•lowly from live to six pounds dally 
to all the cows ran proQiably use. An 
Increase of half a pound every alter- 
nate dny_ Is sutttclent. 'fbla Increase 
should be kept np as long as the milk 
flow conllnues to get larger When 
tbe point Is reached where increases In 
feed do not produce corresponding In- 
crenara In milk flow the feed abonld 
be gradually de<Teased again. The 
Urst few pounds decrease will not at. 
feet tbe milk flow. When the |K»tm 
Is reached where a further decrease In 
feed' causes a lessened milk flow the 
most prolllable ration for ibsl partic- 
ular cow baa liecn determined. It 
lakes a lltlle extra work to do this 
weighing, but after the best tlaed ra- 
tion for each cow baa been determined 
the approximately correct amount can 
be measured out each time with little 
trouble. It pays to feed tbe cow all 
slie can use prodtably. It costs Just so 
much to keep her anyway, stid all 
tbe feed tbat sbe can ose to ad- 
vantage over that amount adds to the 
pruflta 

During the summer the feeding prob- 
letn Is a simple one. With plenty of 
good pasture, supplemented In dry 
times by some forage crop and some 
sort of protection from flies, tbe milk 
flow will be kept up to a profitable 
standard. In tbe absence of forage 
crops silage can be profltably substi- 
tuted. 

It Is In winter tbat tbe highest prices 
for dairy products are secured, and tf 
tbe cows freshen in tbe fall tbe main 
part of tbe year's product will come at 
this scaton. Tbe problem of winter 
feeding la one of tbe most Important 
with which the dairyman baa to deal. 
If you have plenty of good clover or 
alfalfa bay and silsgs tbe problem Is 
more than half solved. From thirty to 
forty-lire pounds of silage and ten to 
twenty pounds of clover bay a day 
will make up lbs bulk of tbe roughage 
ueeded. A rack in tbe yard tilled with 
com fodder or ost straw will add vari- 
ety to tbe ration. Where ailsge can- 
not be obtained a plentiful supply of 
pumpklus, squashes, turnips or man- 
gels sboukl be at band to supply tbe 
aucculeut part of tbe ration. Without 
some such feed tbe cows will not do 
tbeir best 

Mising the Rations. 

Allbough dairy cowa can handle 
large amounts of rough feed, they 
iie<-d considerable grain In addition 
during the winter. Oorn, hecauac ot 
Its cheapness aud high feeding value, 
will generally form the basts of the 
groin ratioua Because of its high 
IHTcentage of carbohydrates and fat 
tooM feed rich la protein sboukl be 
fed wttb tba corn. Oats are good, but 
they bars only enough protein to 
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Olais, ■

Where the cows arc watered from a 
tank, aa they will be mnst of the time, 
■otue meniia of heating the water 
should be provldi'd. It tbo cow baa to 
I beat it bernetf It la with coni as fuel. 
Instead of with coba ■> where a tank 
beater Is used. If tbe tank ia banked 
and covered, a little Are every morning 
will keep tbe water at a comfortable 
temperatnre. 

The dairy cowa should receive salt 
regularly. It la noceosary to the proc- 
ess of dlgi-stlon and cauoos an In- 
creased milk flow. A self feed covennl 
•alt box somewhere In the yard will 
provide a constaut supply of salt with- 
out waste. Cure should he taken not 
to let the box get empty, and If It 
should happen to tbe cows should be 
gradually accustomed to salt again be- 
fore they are given all they will eat 

Regularity In Milking and Feeding. 

Regularity In milking and feeding Is 
eaaenlial. Irregular milklug always 
reduces the yield. Re sure lo milk 
thoroughly, ninnlpulntlng the udder to 
he sure that all the milk la wIlbdrawD. 
Nothing will cause a cow to dry up 
more quickly (ban tearing a little milk 
In tbe udder each time. The udder 
abonld be wiped wllb a damp cloth 
before milking to remore dust and 
dirt. Each particle of dust carries 
tbouaand.s of bacteria. Cleanllnesa It 
the first easeniUI In producing high 
class dairy prodiicta. The feeding 
should be done Immediately after
